And, whereas, the Central Government is of opinion that the said industria. 
dispute should be adjudicated by a National Tribunal.

Now, therefore, the Central Government 

(i) in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7B of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 1947), hereby, constitutes a National 
Tribunal with Headquarters at Bombay and appoints Justice 
Shri M. S; Jamdar as its Presiding Otficer; and 

(ii) in exercise of (he powers conferred by sub-section (lA) of section 
10 pf the said Act, hereby refers the ,said industrial dispute to the 
said National Tribunal for adjudication.
